Warning About 
P.F.A. Cheques 

R. F. McGregor, Director of the 
Dominion Government's Prairie 
Farm Assistance administration, 
today (Monday) warned debt and 
tax collectors to keep their hands 
off the farmers’ P.F.A. cheques. 

This money, he declared, is paid 
to the farmer, for him to spend 
as he wishes for the subsistence of 
his family and himself. The law is 
clear on that point. 

The Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
Stipulates that "every award pay¬ 
able under this Act shall be ex¬ 
empt from operation of any law 
relating to bankruptcy or insolven¬ 
cy, or to garnishment or attach¬ 
ment and shall not be assignable 
either at law or equity.” 

The first cheques will mailed 
Dec. 1. It is estimated western 
farmers in crop failure and short 
crop areas will receive a total of 
$17,000,000 in P.F.A. awards. t They 
reach the farmer in two instal¬ 
ments, one in December and the 
other in March.

The official opening ceremony 
of Vulcan’s new water and sewer 
system was held In the town 
square Wednesday afternoon. Nov. 
16, with civic and provincial gov¬ 
ernment officials on hand to mark 
the occasion. 

A large crowd of citizens, aug¬ 
mented by some 2f)0 school child¬ 
ren, was present. 

Mayor Allan acted ns chair¬ 
man and was the first speaker. He 
traced the progress of the water 
and sewer system from when it 
was first mooted some years ago, 
giving credit to members of the 
preent and past councils for their 
work in organizing the big pro¬ 
ject and carrying it through to 
completion. Mayor v Allan stated 
that the town's policy - of stock¬ 
piling all necessary equipment be¬ 
fore the construction company 
started work had paid dividends in 
allowing actual construction work 
to proceed smoothly and practic¬ 
ally without interuption. The con¬ 
tractors. Dominion Construction 
-Co. of Winnipeg, had moved their 
men and equipment into Vulcan 
May 1 and six months later had 
fully completed the job. He paid 
tribute tq Charlie Eppler, Domin¬ 
ion Construction’s, superintendent 
on this job. whose ’efforts were lar¬ 
gely responible for the smoothness 
and speed with which the job was 
completed. 

Cost Spread Over *5 Years 

Total cost of the big project was 
$201,000 said Mayor Allan, but from 
this investment Vulcan residents 
would draw big dividends in the 
way of better living conditions, 
better health and a better town. 
The project was paid for by way 
of debentures, with interest and 
capital payments spread over a 
period of 25 years. Addressing the 
school children, he said that they 
would be paying a large portion of 
the cost but they would also ben¬ 
efit to a greater extent than the 
older citizens. 

Up to 276 Connections 

Mayor Allan stated that 
td date 125 connections were al¬ 
ready being served and this num¬ 
ber was expected to rise to 225 
within a short time as further 
hook-ups were completed by the 
plumbers. 276 applications for con¬ 
nections have been received and 
most of these will likely be com¬ 
pleted within a year. More con¬ 
nections are being made than was 
first anticipated and this will light¬ 
en the burden on tax-payers to 
some extent. 

Better Health 

Donald Stanley,. provincial sani- • 
tary engineer, spoke briefly, stres¬ 
sing the fact that Hie water and 
sewer system •vill result in better 
health for Vulcan residents. “San¬ 
itation pays dividends” said Mr. 
Stanley, and he congratulated the 
mayor and councillors on their ef¬ 
forts which have resulted in the 
completion of such an excellent 
water and sewer system. 

Edgar Davis, of Davis * Assoc¬ 
iates, Calgary, engineers in charge 
of the big project, congratulated 
the citizens of the town on their 
progressiveness. The true worth of 
the water and sewer system would 
be realized more greatly as the 
years went by. he said. 

Peter Dawson Guest Speaker 

Hon. Peter Dawson, Speaker of 
the House and M.L.A. for Little 
Bow. brought greetings from the 
provincial government. Compli¬ 
menting the mayor and councillors, 
he said thrtt ull things were possi¬ 
ble if a town has n group, of men 
able and willing to tackle such 
projects. 

Installation of systems which af¬ 
ford residents modern conveniences 
are essential :t a town Is to pro¬ 
gress he said, the drift of populat¬ 
ion to the larger centres will be 
lessened when the conveniences a- 
vailable in the cities are also avail¬ 
able in the small towns. Vulcan's 
new water and sewer system, its 
awlmming pool, memorial park, 
new curling rink and new hospit¬ 
al addition all proved the progres¬ 
siveness of the town and he pre¬ 
dicted that Vulcan would contin¬ 
ue to grow and prosper. 

Water Turned On 

Marking the opening of the new 
system, a fire hose was connected 
to a water hydrant and Mayor Al¬ 
lan turned the valve. The stream 
of water was used to extinguish 
a blazing out -house which had been 
dragged into the main square. Ap¬ 
ples, cigars and cigarettes were 
passed out by members of the town 
council.

formation regarding the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture policy with 
respect to calfhood vaccination. 
Application forma - for calfhood 
vaccination may be obtained from 
your District Agriculturist or your 
Veterinarian. 

In the case of small farm herds 
or dairy herds, vaccination should 
not preclude the application of 
sanitary measures, especially when 
a cow aborts. This, of course, 
could not apply to the larger 
ranch herds. The disease is spread 
mostly at the time of abortion of 
a Bang’s infested animal. The af¬ 
terbirth, the fluid in the membra¬ 
ne, the foetus and the discharges 
which may be present tor some 
time are teeming with Brucella 
bacteria. The infected material 
ma^be spread about the pasture, 
yards or stables and contaminate 
the feed and water. 

Where possible cows should be 
isolated at the time of freshening, 
or abortion, for at least 30 days. 

Burn the afterbirth and contam¬ 
inated bedding, and thoroughly 
clean and disinfect the maternity 
pen. 

The above discussion regarding 
sanitary measures was summariz¬ 
ed from Bulletin No. 34, published 
by the Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, entitled. Bang's Disease, 
Bovine Brucellosis." Copies of this 
Bulletin may be obtained without 
charge by contacting your Dist¬ 
rict' Agriculturist.

Since there are several gasoline 
motors on every farm, farm op¬ 
erators will no doubt be Interested 
to obtain maximum life and effic¬ 
iency from them. 

•It has been estimated by George 
Kilts, an Australian Engineer, that 
7096 of engine wear occurs during 
the warm-up period. The time var¬ 
ies with the engine and tempera¬ 
ture of the oil when starting from 
10,000 to 50,000 crank revolutions. 

This may mean from ten to thirty 
minutes for the automobile, and 
from ten to fifty minutes for the 
tractor. The Standard Oil Develop¬ 
ment Company has conducted re¬ 
search on engine wear during the 
warm-up period for zero weather 
conditions with the following re¬ 
sults. 

1st. Starting and warming up en¬ 
gine at 0.0* F. results in 13.2 times 
the wear which would have occur¬ 
red had operating temperature 
been normal. If the engine did not 
warm up during this twenty mln- 
, ute period, the wear would be 85 
times normal. 

2nd. Each start and warming-up 
from 0.0 degree F. to normal, re¬ 
quiring twenty minutes of opera¬ 
tion, causes engine wear equiva¬ 
lent to 120 miles of operation un¬ 
der Summer conditions. 

The gasoli/ie and oil engines are Buy Christmas Seals, 
lubricated almost automatically at 
low and high speed during winter 
and summer, provided they are 
supplied with the correct grade of 
o.’l; operated at summer heat tem¬ 
perature; and the engine jmd oil 
are kept clean. * ► 

Whenever an engine operates on 
any type of fuel, water vapor is 
formed in the exhaust gas. A gal¬ 
lon of gasoline weighs 7.4 pounds, 
and forms ^2 .pounds of water as 
it is burned in the engine. This 
water must, be carried out of the 
engine as steam if damage is to be 
avoided If the engine is allowed to 
operate Delow a temperature of 
122 degrees F. this water vapor 
will condense on cylinder walls and 
in the crank case where a sludge 
will be formed. This condensation 
on the cylinder walls tends to 
wash away protective oil films 
which results in increased wear 
and corrosion. 

Corrosion mut be distinguished 
from erosion. Eroion is wear due 
to scuffing. A certain amount of 
scuffing takes place when a motor 
is started, due to the piston ex- 
- panding quicker than the cylinder 
walls which increases the pressure 
between cylinder wall and the pis¬ 
ton. Wear due to erosion can be 
kept at a minimum by making 
sure that there is a lubricating 
film between piston and cylinder 
wallB at all times. 

Top lubricating has been found 
to be the best manner to cut down 
excessive wear caused by oold op¬ 
eration. Experience in Western 
Canada has shown that a pint of 
.oil to 10 gallons of gasoline does 
not affect the starting and idling 
characteristics of the motor. The 
engine has a tendency to operate 
more silently and to wear much 
less. When the oil is kept clean 
and top lubrication is used, wear 
of the cylinders and rings which 
causes oil pumping, and makes re¬ 
boring necessary, lias been reduc¬ 
ed to such a point that three or 
four times the ordinary mileage 
was obtained before re-boring was 
necessary. 

During the summer a medium 
heavy oil should be used. S.A.E. 30- 
40, and S.A.E. 10-20 during the 
winter These grades of oil will set¬ 
tle out of the fuel air mixture on 
to the cylinder and rings much 
better than the lighter fine oils.

Bang's Disease, or Contagious 
Abortion causes serious losses ev¬ 
ery year to Alberta Cattleme. 
These losses may be reduced and 
practically eliminated by follow¬ 
ing a yearly program of calfhood 
vaccination. If all the heifers are 
vaccinated for five or six years, 
a herd can be built up in which 
the vaccinated heifers on maturity 
replace the reactors. This program 
has been followed by several live¬ 
stock men with good success. In 
some cases where thirty or forty 
abortions occurred yearly, there 
are now only one or two. Even 
in a clean herd vaccination of 
calves is recommended to give 
them resistance against Bangs 
should they be exposed at some 
later date. 

The Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture is prepared to assist ow¬ 
ners In reducing losses from Bang's 
Disease in the following manner: 
1. By providing Brucella abortion 
vacclhe (Strain 19)—and tattoos. 
Vaccinated calves are tattood in 
the ear with the letter A followed 
by the last numeral of the year. 

Therefore calves vacoinated dur¬ 
ing 1949 would be tattood A-9. 

2 By maintaining a record of of¬ 
ficially vaccinated calves. The ow¬ 
ner is given a certificate of vac¬ 
cination. a copy of which is kept 
by the Department of Agriculture 
and the Veterinarian. 

3. By providing laboratory exam¬ 
inations of blood samples and the 
testing of vaccine for potency 
when necessary. 

Now is the time to get started 
as a program of calfhood vaccin¬ 
ation. Kindly contact your Dist¬

More than $383,000 have been 
disbursed in Alberta in grants un¬ 
der the national health program 
since the federal project was in¬ 
itiated about n year ago, Hon. Paul 
Martin, minister of national hea¬ 
lth and welfare, announced at. Ot¬ 
tawa this week. 

The health grant accounting for 
the largest proportion of the pay¬ 
ments made to Alberta during the 
period under review was the can¬ 
cer control grant, he explained, 
the sum amounting to $166,9666.78. 
This went towards the provision of 
diagnostic clinics and free X-ray 
and radium services as well as 
surgical treatment. 

Under the hospital construction 
grant, $49,571.72 was paid out-to 
the province to help in the addit¬ 
ion of bed facilities at many points 
throughout Alberta Including Olds, 
Calgary. Vulcan, Lacombe, Three 
Hills, Stettler, Rimbey, Blairmore, 
Claresholm, Trochu, Lamont, Ed¬ 
monton, Wainwright, Grande 
Prairie, Glendcn and "Bence River. 

General public health grants to¬ 
talling $39,116.5p were made for 
a variety of purposes including 


establishment of u new health un¬ 
it for Drumheller and surrounding 
district, assistance to the Macleod 
Health Unit, improved equipment 
and additional staff for the provin¬ 
cial health education division and 
training of nursing aides. 

Disbursements under the other 
grants were as follows: profess¬ 
ional training. $17,255.38; vener¬ 
eal disease control $29,429.39; men¬ 
tal health $29,251.84; tuberculosis 
control $25,924.18; public health 
reseach $3,262.50. healtii survey 
$22,629.86.
